YEAR SINCE APPEAL. 


More than a year has elapsed since the 


appeal on the part of Adarns ^'as carried 
to the Supreme Court and attorneys who 
had been interested in the case in its 
earlier history were 
becoming alarmed

The transcript of tbe testimony makes 


a bulky volume of between 700 and 800 
pages. Large sections of this testimony, 
requiring many days of the actual trial, 
are gHen over to witnesses for the de- 
fense, surveyors and veal estnte expert?, 
placed on the stand to prove that the 
Peralta patent boundary line could not 
be determined within a range of some 
four or five hundred feet.

MORGAN'S TESTIMONY. 


The late Ross Morgan, for many years 


connected with the city engineer's offlce, 
was one of the chief witnesses for Adams. 
His testimony, covering more than 100 
pages of the transcript, tells of his at- 
tempt to survey the Peralta patent line 
from San Leandro around to the north 
arm of the estuary, and of his failure to 
determine its location -within five hundred 
feet of where it was supposed to be. If 
Morgan's testimony as to the uncertainty 
of the location of the line could be held 
as Talid, the line might fall in such a 
place as not to come within the descrip- 
tion set forth in the description of the 
property to be taken. 


Against the testimony of Morgan, Ber- 


nard Hamilton, a civil engineer, and other 
experts, the city's counsel erected a body 
of evidence establishing the presumption 
that the patent line was known, and was 
in fact a line about 414 feet east of 
Fallon at Tenth street and 540 feet east 
of Fallon at Twelfth street.

PAST FINANCIAL YEAR 


OUR ENTRY INTO WAR 


Naturally and npce.sfn.rily, the financial and economic history of 1017 in 


the United Slates has been shaped by the entry of this country into the 
European war. 
Whatever particular financial advantages resulted to us, in 


1916 and 1910, purely from the fact of our hein.^ neutral and not belligerent, 
have disappeared since last April—except, indeed, in i - far as the accumu- 
lated resources of our previous neutrality were a continuing bulwark, and 
in so far as our distance from the area of conflict still gave to our country 
(as it has given to Japan and Canada) something of the economic advant- 
ages of a neutral. 
., 


Nevertheless our financial and economic position has been affected greatly' 


by the loyalty and unreserve with which we have thrown our own resources ; 
into the :com'mon-stock of the Entente Allies. 
Our. Government's enormous;, 


advances of credit to these allies occurred when* our own w.ar requirements • 
for money were even larger. 
Our shipment of maximum amounts of food : 


and material to their markets took place in the face of very heavy home ' 
demands. The high-pressure energy with which our Shipping-Board set to | 
work building new ships to repair the ravages of the submarines1 coincided' 
with unprecedented requirements for home purposes from the mills. It was : 
impossible that all this should not profoundly affect the American financial! 
markets and the field of American production.

Tt was the more bound to do so. in that the economic strain on belligerent • 


Europe had been'greatly intensified .by continuance of the war through an-; 
other year, and it was the more certain to affect the Stock Exchange, in that! 
events of the'war "itself foreshadowed-further continuance of the conflict,! 
and not the early peace which the markets had rather generally expected ! 
when the United States joined ;the war. All these facts make it a matter, of! 
peculiar interest to group together the really outstanding influences which ] 
have been at work on our finance this year, and the financial and economic ' 
phenomena which have accompanied those influences. 


JANUARY 


Irregular Movement of Prices Through- 


out the Month—Paace Rumors Numer- 
ous. 
Security markets during the month of 


January were influenced by 
uncertain- 


ties of peace. 
Over the New Tear holi- 


day the Allies' answer to Germany's 
peace proposal was published, causing a 
substantial recovery in prices. 
The re- 


covery, however, was short-lived, and the 
market again lapsed, into uncertainty. 
Beginning of the "peace leak" hearings 
on the 5th attracted a great deal of at- 
tention. 
The news of the German sea- 


raiders' exploits caused a slig-ht decline, 
and this was followed by another sharp 
decline, when President "Wilson addressed 
Congress, urging a "league of peace." 
Peace rumors were numerous during the 
month. 


FEBRUARY 


Severe Decline In Prices Following New 


German 
Submarine Campaign—Presi- 


dent Asks Congress for Power. 
The stock market at the opening.' off 


February was greeted w-ith the news that 
the German Government bad decided to. 
disregard Its earlier promises and corn- 


fare, giving powjer to the under-sea ves- 
sels' commanders not only to sink bel- 
ligerent ships, but also to sink neutral 
ships which were found sailing the high 
seas in the proscribed areas around the 
British Isles and in certain parts of the 
Mediterranean Sea.

Flotation of Government

During the early j-.art of May the mar- 


ket was very much unsettled and prices 
generally were lower due to the unfavor- 
able dispatches from "Washington regard- 
ing the war situation. On the second day 
of the month Secretary Lane issued a 
statement to the effect that German sub- 
marines had destroyed 400,000 tons of 
shipping "in one week. 
This had a very 


depressing effect on prices. The state- 
ment, however, was modified later. Then 
came the 
demonstrations against 
the 


Provisional Government of Russia. 
This 


also influenced .'the 
markets. 
Then a 


gradual recovery set in, but this was 
shortlived when the war taxation plan 
was given out in Washington. That bill 
was presented on May 8, passed 
the 


House by a vote Of 329 to 76 on the 23d. 
but was later revised by the Senate Com- 
mittee, but no action was taken nn to tli» 
close 01 Uie month.

World's Financial Outlook 
Hopes and Doubts For 1918 


A year ago it was stated Hint all 


[iiiiinciu! predictions were "condi- 
tioned on tlic 
question. whether 


1917 was to be a year of uninter- 
rupted war or of early return to 
peace." Judgment in the financial 
community was singularly mixed 
as to'which of these two possible 
conditions was the more probable, 
and it was equally divided as to 
' \vliat vronia be the effect on the 
world's economic structure if the 
war were suddenly to end. 
Among 


the possibilities, in the event of 
the' war 
continuing 
throughout 


1917. 
there 
were 
mentioned a 


tightening of the money market, a 
decrease in our 
foreign trade 


through reduced export of muni- 
tions, an 
adverse 
effect 
uf our 


greatly 
diminished 
harvests of 


that season, and. finally, in 'the 
United States, "some-such compul- 
sory readjustment'' from the ex- 
cited speculation 
which 
had so 


long- prevailed "as would usually 
have 
followed 
such 
conditions, 


even in time of peace." 


These tentative 
forecasts 
are 


worth recalling here, because they 
show in how many ways the past 
year has upset prediction. 
Only 


one of these suggested possibili- 
ties—the 
"compulsory 
readjust- 


ment"—has come true, and that 
lias occurred neither in the man- 
ner nor for the reasons imagined 
by the watchers 
of a year ago. 


Xot one of the well-known bank- 
ers, economists, and business men 
who gave to the Evening Post a 
year ago their views on the finan- 


cial outlook took into reckoning 
the prospect that the United States 
might itself 
have to go to war; 


yet our own economic history in 
1017 has been almost wholly gov- 
erned by our entry into the strug- 
gle. 


Tl»Is is a reminder of the fact 


that the 
assumptions 
on which 


prediction is conditioned at the 
end 
of 1917 
may 
turn out as 


erroneous as were those on which 
were based the predictions at the 
end of 1916. 
This month the con- 


sensus of financial judgment has 
been as strong on the 
side of 


another year of war for Euroi>e 
and America as it then was on the 
side of continued American neu- 
trality. V."hcihcr probable or not 
in the light of visible events. t!ie 
possibility remains that the pres- 
ent 
expectation 
regarding dura- 


tion of the war may also tiim out 
to be wrong: that the overture of 
Count Czernin may have tangible 
results: in which case an entirely 
new set 
of 
economic influences 


would confront the financial world. 


Assuming, however, continuance 


of war for another year, there can 
be no question regarding one fac- 
tor in the history of 1918. 
The 


tightening of the economic strain, 
the increase of the already pro- 
digious burden on producing and 
transportation 
facilities, 
the ex- 


tension of the machinery xvhereby 
the central government will regu- 
late Industry. wiJI bo a reasonably 
sure result, both here and in Eu- 
rope. 
But the experience which 


the country hns already had with 
war conditions for 
itself 
shows 


also that ' for the United States 
there is another side even to these 
considerations. 


Whatever the financial 
burden 


may be to the United States, it 
will not be aggravaated by pur- 
chase of merchandise from abroad 
in abnormal quantities or by simi- 
larly abnormal 
borrowing 
from 


foreign money markets. The huge 
wartime production, of our 
mills 


and farms xvill keep our export 
trade and our outward balance at 
or near the maximum of hLstory, 
and the loans to the allies will es- 
tablish more lirmly, with each suc- 
cessive month of war. the position 
of Clio Unltor1 i-^to?1

This aspect of its linancial and 


industrial situation—in which the 
United 
States 
stands 
virtually 


alone—accounts for the unanimity 
of hopefulness in the views of fi- 
nancial ad economic experts, pub- 
lished elsewhere in this Annual 
Review, regarding the longer fu- 
ture. 
For the Immediate future 


the question will be the extent to 
which our financial machinery can 
adapt itself to the enormous strain 
on capital, credit, and producing 
facilities. 
In its past history, the 


country has always shown junazing 
adaptability to 
such 
conditions, 


and it confronts them now with a 
banking 
and 
currency 
system 


which was scientifically construct- 
ed with a view to the maximum fi- 
nancial burden.

- "(2) How would the business situation 
and the national prosperity be affected by 
another year of war, and how would It 
be affected by the early ending of the 
Mrtir? 


"(3) What do you regard as tho strong- 


est element in this country's economic 
position, and what do you consider rhe 
cMef danger to be avoided? 


"(4) 
In cose of increasing war coets, 


ot'ght tares to bear a larger share than 
i;ow of the total expenditure, or less? 


"(5) In view of our own financial ac- 


tivities in the war. what. In your judg- 
ment, \viii bu iho yc^"iui*iic P03't.cr. of i.hc 
United States in the period after the war 
—both individually and In relation ro the 
rest of the world?" 


As always happens at such a time as 


this, the letters asking reluctantly to be 
excused from answering have an interest 
of their own. Many men who have usual- 
ly answered are In volunteer positions in j 
the public service which seemed to pre- | 
elude their expression of judgment on j 
these questions. 
All are under heavy 


pressure of private and puibllc duties. Yet 
there were also those whose replies are 
typified in that of the president of one. 
of the three or four largest fiduciary in- 
stitutions in Ke\v York, who frankly an- 
swers on this occasion that "I find It Im- 
possible to form any intelligent opinion 
upon the subjects, and anything I could 
say would be nothing- but a guess." 
v 


One of the best-known international 


bankers, whose opinions on a financial 
situation are held in tho highest re- 
spect by the community found It for many 
reasons impossible to allow his name to 
be used with his opinions on these points. 


But he gives those opinions thus frank- 


ly: 


"(1) As far as the allied nations are 


concerned, I can see no compelling rea- 
son to expect the economic situation to 
force them to conclude a peace before the 
objects which they have set themselves 
to accomplish are attained. 
This Is cer- 


tainly so as far as rFance, England and 
America are concerned. 
I cannot say 


whether the Central Powers are now or 
will shortly bejn a position where the 
economic pressure will be such that they 


V>111 
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gie; because neither I nor, as far as I 
know, 
anyone else, is sufficiently in- 


formed. 


"(2.) 
The answer depends mainly upon 


the wisdom or unwisdom with which the 
business situation In our country Is han- 
dled on behalf of the government au- 
thorities. If the views of experts are rea- 
sonably followed and If the business situa- 
tion is treated with disregard of political 
elements, and purely as a problem of se- 
curing the greatest possible and the most 
effective mobilization of our business and 
economic powers, I can see no reason 
why the business situation and the na- 
tional prosperity should be seriously Jeo- 
pardized by another year of war. 
In my 


opinion, after a relatively short period 
ot readjustment of prices, tha early end- 
Ing of the war would result In an era 
of great prosperity, at least for a cer- 
tain length of time. 
. "(3.) 1 consider the strongest element 
of this country's economic position, first, 
the fact that we are self-contained, ajid 
that the bulk of our expenditure is made 
In- our own country; second, that this war 
came upon us after two years of tremen- 
dout prosperity, when we ar« in a. posi- 
tion of great financial strength; third, 
that during the past two years we have 
ceased to be a debtor nation, and have 
established a position of great financial 
potency in the world's international rela- 
tions. 


"The greatest danger to be avoided Is 


governmental stupidity, and the use of 
the present system for tho purpose ot 
making social experiments or of radic- 
ally changing the basic structure on which 
Our social relations rest. 


"(4) Of her total war expenditures (ex- 


clusive of loans to her allies and interest 
on war loans), England has raised about 
15 per cent by taxation; France and Ger- 
many far less; while America Is about to 
raise by taxation approximately 2S per 
eont. This also, is »Yrtiiciv» of lor-T-.f to 
allied nations, and also of the amount to 
be Invested In mercantile ships; which, 
being a productive Investment, cannot 
properly be classed among war expendi- 
tures. 
On' the whole; I think that the 


telation now established between taxes 
and bond issues is about right, and that 
there Is no particular occasion to modify 
it materially. 


"At the same time I believe It would 


be easily possible, by mor« s«"en 
adjusted tax measure, to raise greater 
revenue than !s now being raided, with- 
out putting- any appreciable additional 
burden upon anybody. I think our Fed- 
*ral Income tax Is amply high enough; 
its distinguishing feature being now that

I do not see 
very much difference between the situa- 
tion of our neighbor—Canada—and this 
country. We simply have their condi- 
tions multiplied in size.

peared. War conditions gradually stimu- 
lated the industries and trade of Japan, 
so that from the latter part of J915 the 
cycle of prosperity returned. The present 
trend is on the down grade again, after a 
period of practically three years. 
Perhaps the secret Is, that the enor- 


mous and unproductive expenditure to 
carry on the war has decreased the gen- 
eral supply of capital in the world which 
otherwise "might have gone to foster pro- 
ductive industry. Even if Japan's money 
wealth has grown since the war, she can- 
not escape the influences from this short- 
age of supply. 
This trend will bear on 
the national conditions to a certain ex- 
tent as song as the war lasts. The great 
wartime increase of specie in Japan (the 
total now exceeding 1.000,000,000 yen), 
lias gone to increase speculation and to 
foster new flotations, until the demand 
for capital has itself so multiplied as to 
create real tightness in the money mar- 
ket.
